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sure the need and support for a standard designation for 
subscribers and services. 

Based on the findings, survey designer Ed Jones will draft 
a white paper describing the current and potential applica- 
tions for exchanging serials subscription information between 
libraries, publishers, aggregators, and third party services. 
The final report will be made available to all NISO mem- 
bers in June 2002.
